THE China Merchants Co,'s stranded steamer 
Fungshun arrived at Shanghai on the ,14th 
inst. and was to-go into dock the same night. 
She did not appear to have-suffered any very 
material. damage. The Courier gives the 
following account of the disaster:—At about 
7.20 pm. on the 4th inst, both Capt. Tisdall’ 
and.the chief officer being on the bridge, when’ 
nearing Alceste Island the order was given to 
the quartermaster to starboard the helm, but 
instead doing so he potted it and a. few 
minutes after the vessel struck on an outside 

reef that was covered with water, about two 

cable lengths from the visible rocks, The 

steamer was then going .at full speed ‘ahead 

ane struck the rock with considerable force, 
The order was given “full speed astern” which 
was promptly carried out. Perfect. order pre: 
vailed and every man was at his post. Judging 
from the force with which she struck the captain 
deemed it advisable to beach her in a small-bay 
a few. miles. away, and the ship was steered 
accordingly, and in about half an hour after the 
accident she was safely beached. The Asin- 
cheng arrived the following day and took off the 
passengers, specie and opium, which she landed 
at Chefoo and proceeded to’ Tientsin, bringing 
down several native divers, who reported that the 
Fung-shun had several small holes inher bottom, 
bot that no ribs were broken. . Her fore hold was 
then full ofwater. She.was patched up from the 
outside and the cargo {n her forehold was trans- 
ferred to the: Yungching which had been sent to 
her assistance from here with Mr. Welr and 
Diver Roberts on board. The tioles had by this 
times ‘heen patched up inside and outside but 
Diver Roberts went down and reported all secure 
The pump sent up in the Yangching was put on 
board and the forehold pumped dry after which 
the wet cargo was taken out and transhipped to 
the Fuyew. On the 8th inst. she managed, 
with the asslatance of her engines, to float, and 
steamed to Chefoo, accompanied by the Yung- 
ching. and a -Chinose man-of-war, after a short 
stay there she eft forthis port. ~
